N0 EUROPEAN INTERFERENCE

In the Aflairs of This Hemisphere is &
Declaration, He Argues,

"CONGRESS OCGHT TO MAKE AT OKCE.

Harrisen’s Delay in Becoguizing the New Republic
Depotnced.

Benator Turpie yesterday delivered a
speech on the dalay of this Government in
recognizing the Republic of Brazil. Presi-
dent Harrison and Mr. Blaine eame in fora
large share of the Senator’s sareasm. Mr.
Turpie argued that the new power was en-
titled w immediate recognition.

WASHINGTON, Janusry 15.—In the Sen-
sie to-day, afier some petitions had been
presonted, Mr. Sherman introduced a bill
to provide for a permanent National Baok
cireulstion. Referred.

Mr. Chandler offered a resolution (which
was referred to the Committes on Contingent
Expenses) instructing the Committee on
Immigration to investigate the various laws
of the United Siates and of the several
States relative to immigration; also to inves-
tigate the working of the contracts made by
the Secretary of the Treasury; and with
power to send for persons and papers.

The Senate then teok up Mr. Morgan's
resolution recogunizing the United States of
Brazil as a free, independent and sovereign
state, mad Mr. Turpie procesded to maks &
speach in support of it,

INMEDIATE ACTION ASKED.

He had voted, be said, agsinst the refer-
ence of the resolution, because he thought
that the delay ocension®l by the reference
wes wholly unnecessary. He favored the
immediste recognition of the Republie of
Brazil, and was quite willing that Congress
should declare to-day—as 2 part of the in-
ternstional common law of three Americas
—ithat no European power shall interfere in
sny part of this hemisphere to restore the
representative of monarchy or empire, or to
prevest the establishment of s Bepublic,but
that such interference would be regarded as
an aet unfriendly to the United States, and
would be resisted by all the means neces-
sary to effsct its frustration,

He was not one of those who enterlained
the opinion that Congress was bound by the
action, or non-action, of the Executive, or
of the State Department, about such a mat-
ter as the recogpition of a new nationality,
especinliy of a new Bepublie.

THE ADMINISTRATION SCORED.

Congress might oco-operate with those
authorities. But a diplomatic dispateh was
one thing. A lepislative enactment was
anotber thiop; and & thing of more 1m-
portacce, gravity and publicity. He read
extracts from the message of President Har-
rison, announcing the change of Govern-
went in Brazil, nnd spoke of the message as
o listless, lnnguid resigoation to the course
of affairs there. The position, he said, of
the administration toward the new Republic
of Bragil was one of strict meuteality and
supine indifference, There was not in the
message of the President s word of sympa-
Wiy or encouragement to the revolutionary
movement.

As to the President’s suggestion of await-
ing the popular assent 1o the change of
Government in Brasil, Mr. Turpie said that
revolution was not the £ret stop, but the last
step, tuken when s people determined to
abrogate their old form of government and
to adopt @ new cne.  There was alwavs pop-
ulsr sssest before a revolution became
flagrant and suceessful.

AN ALLECED ENERR AT BMRAZIL.

The wsuggestion of the message was itselfl
descructive and snicidal of a revolutionary
government. No revolutionary government
had ever submitted the question of ite
authority to any arbitrament save only that
of the sword, The assumption, in thut pas-
page of the President's message that the
revolationary Government of Brazil Lad
been established without or aguinst the
mssent of the people of the country, dis
clos=d the real stiitude of the adminisira-
tion foward the new Govermmest It ap-

roached very nearly a condition of covert

ostility. It expressed a partly concealed

bui wery spparent assertion, and even a
sneer, st the sovereignty of the Republic of
Brazil,

The time bed come when the existence
sod authority of the Republic of Brazil
could be no longer comtroverted in words.
It could be controverted cnly in war. The
chairman of the Committee oo Foreign Re-
lntiops (Mr. Sherman) had told the Senate
that it sheald wailt and inspect the new
Coanstitution of Brazil,

NONE OF UNCLE 8AM’S BUSINESS,

The United States, however, was not con-
oerned to know what were the particular
provisions of thut constitution, any more
than it was coneerned to know the partienlar

visions of the Coostitutions of any other
tepublics. Themurriage feast and supperof
ihe people of Brazil, with their sew bride,
were prepared. The guests were bidden.
Many of them had gone in. But the repre-
sentative of the United States loitered at the
open door, decliniag to enter.

He bad no doubt that the mext “spesch
from ihe t.hronq"' delivered to “My Lords
and geotlemen,” at Westminster, would re-
fer o the revolotion in Brasil in terme simi-
Iar W those emplo in the President's
message., They would be informed that “a
revolution bas ocourred in Brazil," snd
that “the event is one of great interest to
the rcop].n of the British Empire;" that
“diplomatic relations between the two coun-
tries are undisturbed;” and that, in some
indefinite time in the future, recognition
would be accorded to the new Government.

What, be asked, was there bebind sogh a
mysterions reticence in the message? And
what was tho reason of the mistaken policy
of procrastination? He should be very far
from sttriboting it—and be boped that no
one would attribute it—to anytbing Jike the
eflect of speculstion in coffee, or in specula-
tion in the bonds and seourities of either
the new Government or the old.

EXTITLED TO EECOGNITION.

8till less would he sttribute it o any fear
of the dynastic bouses of Great Britain and
the European contivent—iear o! offending
them by early sction. No, it was due tos
ceriain indefinable and unconscious dispo-
sition of the Executive to distrust the peo-
ple, to mistrust popular revolution as a
method of politieal reform; 1o balittle, to
underrate, to noder-value the efforts of the
pew republic in the way ol political en-
frapchisement.

The Eepublic of Brazil was entitled to
recogunition, spproval and admiration at the
hands of the United States—to the approval
and admirstion of all those in every olime,
under every sky, who were lovers of free-
dom and humanity. The Presidentof the
‘Uniu:l Btates had t::m h“ukfl‘:'? Bsa
Republican, veing word e larger
end better sense; but he (Mr, Turpie) feared
that, in this inmance, the President wasa
very much belated Républiean, lagging far
behind the warch of time and events.

The Senate, in executive session, disoussed
the Russian extradition treaty, and recom-
mitted it to the Commitiee on Foreign Re-
Istions.

The disgussion of the Russian treaty oe-
cupied an bour and a half, snd the matter
was finully reeommitted to the Committes
on Foreign Relations. It was insisied by
some Seuntors that the clause of the treaty
providing for the extradition of persons
charged with murder or mansiaughter was
broad enough to protect the Csar.
